PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren: 

Upon  the  close  of  another  year  of  minister¬ 
ial  labor  and  experience,  we  again  greet  each  other  in  a  Synodical 
capacity. 

But  our  greetings  are  commingled  with  the  sad  remembrance 
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of  the  absence  of  one,  who  met  with  us  at  our  delightful  meeting 
at  Washingtonville.  One  of  our  number  has  left  us — has  left 
the  checkered  scenes  of  life,  and  the  shores  of  time,  and  has  en. 
tered 

“That  undiscovered  country,  from  whose  bourn 

No  traveler  returns.” 

We  are  not,  all  alive  here  this  day,.  The  angel  of  death,  with 
a  warrant  from  Him  in  whose  hands  are  our  lives,  has  entered 
our  ranks,  and  torn  away  from  our  embrace  one  of  our  number, 
to  sleep  the  slumber  that  knows  no  waking,  but  at  the  Judgment. 
On  the  18th  day  of  September,  Bro  Jacob  Fry  closed  his  eyes  to 
earth,  and  earthly  scenes  and  interests,  to  open  them  upon  the 
sweet  and  joyous  Fields  of  Immortality.  He  has  finished  his 
work,  and  entered  upon  his  reward.  Sweetly  sleep  his  dust  in 
the  cold,  cold  grave,  while  his  spirit  warbles  in  the  balmy  air  of 
the  heavenly  clime. 

The  past  year  is  one,  the  scenes  and  events  of  which  will  never 
be  erased  from  the  memory  of  men.  It  will  be  termed  “ the  year 
of  Jubilee ”  to  the  bondmen  in  our  land  It  will  be  honored  for 
having  seen  the  iron  chain  of  Slavery  torn  asunder  by  the  divine¬ 
ly  inspiring  power  of  “the  Emancipation  Proclamation.”  It  will 
be  remembered  as  the  era  long  looked  for  by  the  millions  of  Amer¬ 
ica’s  Captives,  when  freedom  perched  upon  their  banners,  and 
“ inalienable  rights  ,”  the  rich  boon  of  heaven  to  all,  were  restored 
to  them. 

It  has  been  the  darkest,  and  yet  the  brightest  year  in  our  mem¬ 
ory — a  year  of  commingled  gloom  and  cheerfulness,  of  hopes  and 
fears,  of  doubts  and  uncertainties.  And  we  meet  to  dav  under 
pecuiarly  solemn  circumstances.  Without  is  the  sword,  disease 
and  death;  within,  sorrow,  grief  and  distress!  Abroad  is  war  and 
desolation;  at  home,  sighs  and  tears!  Brethren,  these  are  solemn 
times.  Let  us  then  act  well  our  part!  Let  us  show  to  all  that 
we  are  sufficient  for  “such  a  time  as  this!”  .Let  us  “stand  up  for 
Jesus  ”  like  men!  And  may  that  lovely  spirit  of  our  divine  Mas¬ 
ter,  “which  is  first  pure,  then  peaceable,  gentle,  easy  to  be  en. 
treated,  full  of  mercy  and  good  fruits,  without  wrankling  and 
hypocrisy,”  descend  upon  us  with  its  gracious  dews,  influence  us 
in  all  our  deliberations,  knit  us  together  in  bonds  of  fraternal 
affection  and  sympathy,  and  enable  us  “to  keep  the  unity  of  the 
Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace.” 

Gratefully  acknowledging  the  goodness  of  God  in  sparing  our 
lives,  and  humbly  invoking  his  gracious  presence  in  our  midst,  I 
now  proceed  to  lay  before  you  a  report  of  my  official  acts  during 
the  past  year. 
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MINISTERIAL  CHANGES. 

On  the  16th  of  September,  Rev  George  Sinsabaugh,  a  member 
of  the  Miami  Synod,  informed  me  that  he  had  assumed  the  pas* 
toral  care  of  Mt.  Zion,  West  Carlisle,  and  Winding  Fork  churches, 
located  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod.  He  also  said  that  he  de¬ 
signed  being  with  us  at  this  Convention.  I  am  glad  to  see  him 
in  our  midst  to  day,  ready,  doubtless,  to  co  operate  with  us  in  the 
common  interests  of  our  Zion 

On  the  20th  of  November,  1862,  a  letter  of  Rev.  *1.  W. 
Shreeves  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned  his  West  Carlisle 
charge,  and  had  accepted  a  call  from  the  Bolivar  pastorate,  which 
he  found  in  a  very  dilapidated  state. 

Rev.  W  R  Roller  informed  me,  on  the  14th  of  May,  that  he 
had  taken  charge  of  the  New  Middletown  pastorate,  in  connection 
with  his  field  of  labor. 

VACANCIES. 

The  following  charges  and  churches  are  without  settled  pastors: 

The  West  Carlisle  charge;  the  New  Franklin  charge;  and  the 
Oldtown  church  Alliance  and  Orrville  are  points,  which  it  may 
be  well  for  Synod  to  look  after. 

IRREGULARITIES. 

On  the  5th  of  January,  I  received  a  communication  from  the 
Council  of  the  Lucas  church,  alleging  a  complaint  against  Rev. 
George  Leiter  for  interference  by  way  of  performing  ministerial 
acts  in  the  bounds  of  the  Lucas  charge  Upon  correspondence 
with  the  accused  brother,  he  acknowledged  the  acts,  but  claimed 
the  right  of  performing  them.  But  as  they  were  in  direct  viola¬ 
tion  of  our  Constitution,  as  well  as  of  the  action  of  this  body  at 
its  last  Convention,  I  kindly  requested  him  to  desist  from  any 
further  interference  in  the  future,  and  with  this  request  he  has 
complied. 

On  the  28th  of  April,  the  Lu'herao  church  of  Ashland, 
through  its  pastor,  lodged  with  me  a  complaint  against  Rev.  W. 
A.  G.  Emerson  for  ministerial  interference.  The  paper  states 
that  the  complaint  was  issued  only  after  he  had  been  kindly  re¬ 
quested,  by  the  Council,  to  desist  from  further  interference. 
Whereupon  I  addressed  him  a  note  stating  that,  if  the  complaint 
be  founded  in  truth,  expediency  would  dictate  the  propriety  of 
cessation  from  a  similar  course  in  the  future.  Of  this  request 
he  complained  very  bitterly,  calling  upon  all,  “Tell  it  not  in  Gath, 
publish  it  not  in  the  stress  of  Askelon,  that  it  has  come  to  this, 
that  a  minister  of  Jesus  Christ  may  no  longer  preach  the  Gospel 
to  mourning  sinners!”  To  this  I  replied  that  he  was  not  denied 
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the  privilege  of  preaching  in  any  open  field,  but  that  it  was  inex¬ 
pedient  for  him  to  perform  ministerial  acts  in  the  bounds  of  the 
Ashland  charge ,  except  by  the  consent  of  its  pastor.  With  this 
request,  I  believe  he  has  complied 

REQUESTS  FOR  DISMISSION. 

On  January  8th,  and  May  23d,  Rev  George  Leiter,  and  Rev. 
W.  A.  G.  Emerson  requested  me  to  issue  them  letters  of  dismission 
from  our  Synod,  to  enable  the  former  to  connect  “elsewhere,”  and 
the  latter  with  the  Miami  Synod.  I  informed  these  brethren 
that,  however  much  1  might  feel  disposed  to  gratify  them  in  their 
request,  I  had  no  constitutional  authority  to  grant  it,  as  they  still 
wete,  and  expected  to  remain,  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod.  It 
will  now  devolve  upon  Synod  to  act  upon  their  request  as  may 
be  most  expedient  to  all  concerned. 

On  the  27th  of  July,  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  R.  D.  Em¬ 
erson,  informing  me  that  he  had  obtained  from  me,  since  the  lastT 
meeting  of  our  Synod,  a  dismissal,  to  enable  him  to  secure  a 
chaplaincy  in  the  U  S  Aimy,  but  which  idea  he  had  abandoned, 
because  he  “is  sentimentally  for  compromise  and  peace.”  He 
says:  “Now  I  do  not  claim  to  be  a  member  of  your  Synod,  and 
do  not  wish  anv  longer  to  be  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  church, 
and  wish  it  written  opposite  my  name  on  the  roll,  Withdrawn  ” 
Upon  its  reception,  I  informed  him  that  no  minister  could  secure 
a  disconnection  from  Synod  by  merely  withdrawing ,  but  that  it 
could  only  be  secured  by  a  formal  dismissal  suspension,  or  depo¬ 
sition:  and  that,  instead  of  a  dismissal,  I  had  only  sent  him  a 
paper  certifying  that  he  was  a  regularly  ordained  minister  of  the 
East  Ohio  Synod  It  will  now  devolve  upon  Synod  to  act  in  his 
case  as  the  facts,  which  cluster  around  it,  may  demand. 

C BARGE  OF  IMMORALITY. 

Some  time  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod,  the  council  of  the 
New  Franklin  church  lodged  with  me  a  charge  of  immorality 
against  Rev  N.  Paltzgroff  This  charge  I  referred  to  the  Mahon¬ 
ing  Conference,  of  which  the  accused  is  a  member,  for  adjustment. 
Said  Conference  is  doubdess  ready  to  report  their  action  on  it  to 
Synod,  for  a  final  disposition  thereof,  according  to  Art.  X  and 
Sec.  9  of  our  Constitution. 

STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

It  is  a  very  gratifying  dury  to  say,  that,  notwithstanding  the 
bleeding  and  distracted  state  of  our  country,  and  the  general 
interest  felt  and  taken  in  her  welfare;  and  notwithstanding  the 
wide  spread  disloyal  feelings  and  sentiments  in  our  own  great 
State,  and  the  almost  mad  and  alarming  posture  of  partisan 
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excitement,  controlling  the  masses  of  our  citizens,  a  large  measure 
of  God’s  converting  and  sanctifying  grace  has  been  enjoyed, 
wherever  the  Lord’s  servants  were  loyal  to  their  country,  their 
God,  and  their  church,  and  preached  the  truth  in  season  and  out 
of  season,  boldly,  powerfully,  and  “in  demonstration  of  the  spirit.” 
Surely  God  has  not  forgotten  us  in  our  thoughtfulness  and  dis¬ 
traction,  but  has  remembered  us  with  infinite  compassion,  and 
blessed  us  richly  out  of  the  full  treasures  of  His  grace;  for  which 
let  us  return  Him  the  unfeigned  thanksgivings  of  our  hearts 

I  need  only  yet  remind  the  Synod  of  the  necessity  of  electing 
eight  delegates  to  our  General  Synod,  which  convenes  at  York, 
Penn.,  in  May  18d4. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  having  finished  my  term  of  office, 
and  presented  to  you  my  official  transactions,  I  cheerfully  return 
to  you  the  kind  trust  which  you  have  so  generously  committed  to 
me,  and  pray  that  our  Common  Father  may  fill  us  all  with  the 
Spirit  of  His  Son,  own  and  bless  our  counsels,  and  bring  us 
finally  to  our  Heavenly  Home 

“The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all.  Amen.”

right  to  free  itself  from  all  responsibility  for  his  conduct  by 
striking  his  name  from  its  roll.

Synod  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  S.  Wass.  Minutes 
read  and  approved. 
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Rev.  A.  H.  Myers  was  appointed  reporter  of  oar  pro¬ 
ceedings  for  the  church  papers. 

REPORT  OF  DIRECTORS  OF  WITTENBERG  COLLEGE, 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Wittenberg  College 
from  this  Synod  would  report,  that  the  Institution  is  still  in  an 
encouraging  condition.  While  some  of  the  Colleges  of  our  land 
have  either  suspended  their  operations,  or  have  been  seriously 
affected  on  account  of  the  trying  state  of  our  national  affairs, 
Wittenberg  has  been  enabled  to  keep  herself  afloat,  and  carry  on  4 
her  work  without  interruption.  Although  many  of  her  students 
had  to  be  given  to  the  service  of  their  country,  yet  one  hundred 
and  eighteen  still  remained  to  share  her  instructions  during  the 
last  year.  When  we  arrived  at  the  spring  meeting  of  the  Board, 
we  found. her  in  the  midst  of  a  refreshing  season  of  divine  grace. 
Quite  a  number  of  young  men  gave  themselves  to  God,  and  united, 
in  Christian  fellowship,  with  the  Lutheran  and  other  churches  of 
Springfield.  For  the  financial  condition  of  the  College  we  refer 
the  Synod  to  a  printed  “Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors,”  pub¬ 
lished  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board.  We  hope  this  Report 
will  be  laid  before  this  body  in  a  proper  way  during  the  Conven¬ 
tion 

In  view  ot  what  the  Institution  now  is,  what  it  has  been,  and 
what  it  promises  to  be,  we  would  be  dead  to  the  great  interests  of 
our  church,  did  we  not  give  it  our  continued,  united,  and  increased 
support.  It  must  not  only  be  sustained,  it  must  be  endowed.  No 
o’her  idea  ought  to  be  held  up  before  the  minds  of  our  people. 
Until  it  be  fully  and  permanently  established,  we  dare  not  with¬ 
hold  our  means  and  say  we  have  done  enough.  God  has  smiled 
upon  our  efforts  thus  far;  and  so  long  as  he  leads  us  by  “pillars 
of  fire  and  pillars  of  clouds,”  we  must  go  forward.

In  view  of  the  number  of  vacant  churches,  and  the  great  area 
of  Missionary  Territory  within  our  bounds,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  employment  of  an  ordained  Minister  of  ripe  judgment 
and  large  pastoral  experience,  to  labor  within  our  bounds  as  an 
Evangelist,  is  a  pressing  necessity,  and  under  the  blessing  of  God, 
would  be  productive  of  great  aad  lasting  good  in  the  exercise  of 
healthful  watch  care  over  vacant  churches,  and  in  the  organization 
of  churches  on  Missionary  ground,  Therefore, 

Resolved ,  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  endeavor 
to  secure  the  services  of  a  Synodical  Missionary. 

Resolved,  That  the  Home  Mission  Fund  of  this  Synod,  for  this 
Synodical  year,  be  expended  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod. 

Resolved ,  That  the  above  Committee  employ  said  Missionary, 
and  make  all  due  arrangements  wi'h  him  as  to  his  labors,  report 
to  Synod,  Ac.  .

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  THE  COUNTRY. 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  propriety  of  present¬ 
ing  resolutions  on  the  s’ateof  the  country  at  this  lime,  respect¬ 
fully  report  that  they  deem  it  important  that  an  expression  of  our 
position  should  be  recorded;  and  that  they  find  in  the  Minu  es  of 
the  Alleghany  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  at  its 
last  Convention,  a  preamble  and  resolutions  expressing  so  fully 
and  so  well  the  sentiments  which  they  deem  appropriate  for  the 
present  national  crisis,  that  for  th:s  reason,  as  well  as  because  they 
are  in  harmony  with  the  former  action  of  this  Synod,  expressing 
more  specifically  their  views,  they  recommend  the  same  paper  for 
adoption  by  this  S)nod,  which  reads  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Our  country  is  imperiled  by  armed  traitors  whose 
avowed  purpose  is  to  overturn  the  fabric  of  free  Government, 
bequeathed  to  us  by  our  fathers,  and,  in  lieu  thereof,  rear  another, 
whose  great  statute  is  that  capital  shall  own  labor;  and, 
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Whereas,  We  hold  Such  purpose  to  be  a  crusade  against  God 
and  man — civil  and  religious  liberty,  whose  success  would  be  bar¬ 
barism  in  politics,  and  atheism  in  religion;  and, 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  to  crush  this  infamous  conspiracy 
is  the  will  of  God,  and  the  mission  of  our  nation;  the  work 
which,  when  done,  will  break  yokes  and  fetters  from  the  necks  of 
slaves  and  become  the  terrible  argument  of  the  righteous  Lord 
against  all  oligarchies,  aris  ocracies,  and  slave  powers — the  seed 
which,  under  the  Gospel,  is  to  grow  up  through  the  ages  into  the 
bloom  and  beau'y  of  millenium;  therefore 

Resolved ,  That  we,  as  ministers  in  Synod  assembled,  do  pledge 
our  hearty  support  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  for  the 
suppression  of  this  most  atrocious  rebell  on,  beseeching  him  to 
use  the  whole  nation,  money  and  men,  black  men  and  white,  bond 
and  free,  for  the  nation’s  defense. 

Resolved ,  That,  believing  Slavery  to  be  the  cause,  animus,  and 
power  of  this  rebellion,  we  regard  the  Proclamation  of  freedom 
as  the  “ax  laid  at  the  root  of  the  tree,”  and  rejoice  in  it  not  only 
as  a  measure  of  war,  but  as  an  act  of  eternal  justice  which  a 
Christian  na  ion  owes  to  the  slave. 

Resolved ,  That  we  believe  in  the  uce  of  negroes  as  soldiers,  not 
from  the  mean  spirit  that  now  obtains,  tint  they  shall  be  employed 
to  save  white  men,  but  because,  in  the  Divine  providence,  it  edu 
cates  them  in  o  a  nobler  manhood  and  compels  the  respect  ot  the 
nation  that,  has  hitherto  enslaved  them. 

Resolved,  That  much  as  we  may  deprecate  war,  we  will  still 
pray  for  the  triumph  of  principle,  truth,  and  liberty,  though  they 
come  through  the  path  of  blood;  that  we  despise  forever  any 
compromise  with  an  insolent  slave  power;  that  we  desire  the  end 
of  this  war  also  to  be  the  end  of  Slavery  here,  and  the  knell  of 
its  doom  in  all  the  world,  so  that,  the  devil  of  discord  being  cast 
out  aod  des  roved,  God  may  grant  us  permanent  peace — the  peace 
that  can  only  come  of  justice  and  mercy  and  dwell  with  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  willing  to  be  merciful  and  just.

This  wicked  party  aud  sympathizers  with  this  cruel 
rebellion,  have  arrayed  themselves  against  the  church  and  Sunday 
Schools,  by  publicly  declariug  to  the  world,  by  resolutions  passed, 
that  the  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Meek  and  Lowly  Saviour, 
were  the  “ Devil's  Inspired  Representatives  ” sand,  that  the  churches, 
Suuday  or  Common  Schools,  were  the  cause  of  this  hellish  rebel > 
lion.

I  therefore  humbly  ask  to  be  cordially  permitted  to  continue  in 
this  blessed  Heaven  sent  work,  aud  humbly  beg  the  sympathy 
and  heartv  co  operation  aud  prayers  of  the  brethren  of  this  Synod.
